1 April 1857 they became a Crown Colony when the administration 
was transferred to the British Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies. It remained a Crown Colony until 1945 when the Straits 
Settlements dissolved. Signapore became an Independent Crown 
Colony. Malacca and Penang joined the Malayan Union. In 1948 
the Malayan Union became the Federation of Malaya.

SARAWAK 

(See Federation of Malaysia) 

Known as the land of the White Rajah, SARj^W^K lies on the northwest coast of Borneo. The Sultan of Brunei 
Rajah Muda Hassim, gave the government of Sarawak to an Englishman, Sir James Brooke, 24 September 1841 con 
fering upon him the title of Rajah for Brooke's help in subduing a revolution. The Capital is Kuching. 

The second Rajah was a nephew, Charles Johnson Brooke, 1868-1917. His son became Rajah in May 1917, H. H. 
Charles Vyner Brooke, born 1874. He retired and ceded Sarawak to Britain as a Crown Colony 1 July 1946. 

In 1963 Sarawak joined the Federation of Malaysia.

JAPANESE OCCUPATION 
MALAYA 

From 15 February 1942 to August 1945 the Japanese occupied Malaya. As for other occupied countries the 
Japanese had prepared currency notes in advance. These were brought in by the advancing armies and were 
put into circulation immediately. 

The one, five and ten dollar notes first issued had both plate letters and serial numbers. Later with the 
necessity of printing quanties of notes quickly the serial numbers were dropped and only the plate letters 
used . 

All notes are undated and no printer given.

As an interim measure the Malaya Union was founded in 1946 when the Straits Settlements were dissolved. It 
remained under British Administration. It was made up of Penang with the Province of Wellesley, Malacca 
and the former Federated Malay States of Perak, Selanger, Nigri-Sembilan and Pahang; the unfederated states 
of Johore, Kedah, Perlis, Kelantan and Trengganu. 

The unfederated states were acquired from Siam by Treaty in 1900, ( Kedah, Perlis, Kelantan and Trengganu). 

Johore was acquired by treaty in 1835. 

The Mayan Union became the Federation of Malaya 1 February 1948 and remained under British Administration. 

North Borneo had become a British Crown Colony 15 July 1946 which included the Island of Labuan. 

Beginning in 1953 the BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF CURRENCY MALAYA AND BRITISH BORNEO began to issue a common 
currency for the two colonies.

As early as 1933 the Federated Malay States were pressing for participation in the issuance of currency 
notes which was exclusively in the hands of the Straits Settlements, but it was not until 8th October 1938 
that the necessary law was passed to unify the currencies of the Straits Settlements and Malaya. This law 
was put into effect immediately and currencies were issued in the name of the BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
CURRENCY MALAYA. 

In 1940 due to the shortage of metals subsidary currency notes of 10 and 25 centa were authorized.

In July 1941 subsidary currency notes of I, 5, 10, 20, and 50 cents were ordered from England but before 
these notes were received Malaya was occupied by the Japanese February 1942. The notes were held in Eng- 
land. They were later turned over to the British Military Administration in anticipation of the defeat of 
Japan. After the Japanese surrender in August 1945 Malaya immediately came under the British Miltary Ad- 
ministration and the notes were issued. The civil government of Malaya was not resumed until 1st April 1946.

the Interpol listings of notes and coins, and I will make all of this material we have 

available to IBNS but on a loan basis, as we want to maintain this kind of file here. 

The information contained therein, however, should be of considerable help especially 
with respect to new issues and dates of withdrawal of older Issues. It's hard to say 
just what information will eventually be incorporated in the IBNS Keller work- that's 
something I'd like to be in on wiWi discussions for format, etc. before we go ahead with 
any publishing, (by "we" now I mean IBNSl) 

I'm sure you must feel as I do the great raagnltude of Keller's efforts.- it is almost 
inconceivable that one man could have produced this enormous amount of work, but he did, 
and finally i we can do something about it. The rest of the manuscript not yet sent (China 
and some supplementary pages, also a couple of other countries I think) idtsmld be ready 
to go to you either tomorrow or Wednesday. 

Bill Benson wrote, saying he was going to be responsible for correcting errors of omis- 
sion and comrrdssion in the Sten voltxraea. As you may z^meaiber, George S. gave me full 
permission to use any and all of his work, and I'm going to send copies of his page with 
that permission to Bill, Eric, and Ward Smith also I gtiess, although I think he's pro- 
bably aware of it. Perhaps I'll hold off on Smith until he responds tc Bill Benson's 
request to use Sten's work for Kaller's.

It was indeed a pleasure tonsee you once again at the recent ANA show. Everyone agrees 
that this particular ANA convention was really tops in all respects, and I can well be- 
lieve it, 

I particularly enjoyed your presentation of the facts concerning the Iturbide 1823 notes, 

I have a rather worn specimen purchased about 5 years ago which I'd like you to see some 

time. It has some writing on the back but as I recall from hazy memory no date of can- 
cellation or amortization, I see no reason why the material you have should not be made 

available to everyone through the medium of the IBNS Journal. 

Now to other things, Ruth Hill has by now received most or all of the Keller manuscript. 
Enclosed is the half-title page of George Sten's Volume I which he presented to me. The 
inscription is quite significant j Sten had a copy of the entire Keller manuscript which 
he might have been using to help with his own, but which he was also using to annotate 
with corrections wherever he could. Immediately upon his death I wrote Ward Smith and 
asked that the Keller ms, copy be returned, but he could not do this as it was missing. 

He recalled having seen the pile of papers, but I guess it and the bulk of George's work 
on Volumes 3 and h were taken together- eithP'^that or the Keller work was disposed of or 
discarded. In any case, the whereabouts of Sten's Keller copy are unknown at this time. 

We have at the very least the complete availability of George's two published volumes 
to help in the Keller enterprise, and perhaps with this inscription to me the issue of the 
remaining unpublished parts can be forced, I don't know, but 1 said I'd send this to you 
so you could see for yourself George's intent and desire to help with Keller, After all, 
it was he and Dr. Loeb whom I visited in 1965 with the express purpose of formulating some 
workable basis for Keller's manuscript (or was it 1966-could have been, as we did not ac- 
tually purchase the ms, until 1966, Memory is unclear on that, but could be checked out.)* 

Anyhow, now IBNS has it through the generosity and courage of Ruth, and this will really 
give her a lift. We hope you'll become interested and involved- also that notes may be 
around for illustrations, etc. as I mentioned to you in our discussion.

To me it is poor exonoray of space unless abso- 
lutely necessary, (2) - Pricing - that is a 
problem no matter what you do. I would prefer 
having the pricing as a supplement or at the 
back of the book rather Chan in tha buJy. !n 
that case a new price list can be issued from 
time to time and the book is not so quickly out- 
dated. Also I would suggest leaving out the 
grading - that just complicates an already un- 
satisfactory situation, I just paid $80.00 for 
a rare note in only fine condition when it is 
catalogued for $13.00 in uncirculated condition. 
In all the years I have been collecting it was 
the first opportunity I had had to buy a copy 
and only the second one I had ever seen. Who is 
right and who is wrong in such a valuation is 
anyone’s guess.

Since 1900,” in October 1970 and all rights to the use of the data ther« - 
in shall be exclusively hers and under her control with her right to as- 
sign such ownership and control to any successor. All of the foregoing 
shall be referred to as owner. 

The INTERNATIONAL BANK NOTE SOCIETY (IBNS) has requested the right to 
publish in installments a catalog based upon such,d*ta so that a com- 
prehensive catalog of World Paper Money since 1900 can be made availabl;-' 
to the public.

Keller mss. sent- the day after our phene cenversatien, sl you have it all- 
befere you '• • 'k up '^hat set let me try when I see you to tell you why I 
wculd have Ijked to keep it. It all hinges on the fact- that I was cempletely 
responsible for its existence in the first place, having talked Whitman into 
purchasing it and having Dr, Keller finish it for us. It's something li.ke 
"my baby" in effect, and I»m really lonesune without it. The whole idea of 
sending my copy to yc u came up so fast that I could not even think of this 
feeling I had and couldn't express it to you.

I like the idea 
of keeping price dewn on the installments, as you do, so thivS loay be a factor 
in making up a particular chapter. We discussed format somewhat- it's too 
hard to be precise as you don't have all the photos you'd like. They can be 
reduced quite a bit more if desired, and more TYPES of notes shown, I think 
this is an important feature we should striA/e for- to show eveiTy' TYPE ncte 
whenever possible. Varieties can refer to the original note with a good descrip- 
tion- I think for example that there SEEM to be too many Straits Settlements 
$5 notes shown. To the uninitiated they all lock alike. I'd much rather see 
the space used for different types rather than varieties, iinless you i^ally do 
have the room for everything. Certainly there's no harm in showing variants, 
but the emphasis should be on types. Same with signatures- only when they are 
of overriding importance should they be included- like the Seychelles 19^1 1 Rupee 
with Darrell Dates sig,- I have this note, (. ther than thihgs like this, signa- 
tures should not even be discussed even when only a single one occiu:*s on a given 
date. It's too unimportant for the tj’pe collecttr. But here again, if there's 
room and it looks good I'm certainly all ft r including all pertinent information.
